The garden shop will open again on Sunday 7th March from ll-30am 
at 18 Almond Grove. 

It is now time to think of seed sowing, but don't rush into the 
garden on the first fine day as we have here in Bar Hill a rather 
heavy, cold soil. This fact puts back our seed sowing time by about 
three weeks from that of lighter soils - so towards the end of the 
month is generally a better time, except perhaps for some of the 
earlier crops. But, say, not before the end of the month to be on 
the safe side and thus not losing seed through them rotting away in 
the cold, wet inhospitable soil. The first sowings can be...of par¬ 
snips, broad beans, early peas and the planting out of onion sets 
and shallots. 

Final spraying of fpuits must be finished within the next week. 

Pruning of bush roses now and finish off fruit tree and bush pruning. 

Fork over borders lightly, enjoy the beauty of the early bulbs and 
keep off. birds from the crocuses by stringing above them black cotton 
or thread. Finish off any digging to allow what is left of the cold 
weather to condition the soil, if done too late, drying and baking 
by the warmer weather of the clods will make the soil unsuitable for 
gardening for months to come.
